• Officer*, and to prescribe the manner of con- 
ducting the tame. 
The Mayor and City Council of the City of Bis- 
marck do ordain: 


SECTION 1st. That the Major and City Coun- 
cil of the City of Bismarck shah at leaa twenty 
days before any general election in each year ap- 
point three capable and discreet persons post-e&8« 
ing the qualifications of electors to net as judges 
ol election at each ward aud for each of the polls 
of election in said City, aud the City Clerk of 
said City shall make out aud deliver to the Mar- 
shal of said City, immediately after the appoint- 
ment of said judges of election a notice in writ- 
ing thereol, directed to the judges of election so 
appointed, aud it shall be the duty of said Mar 
bhal within five days after receiving such notice 
to serve the bame upon each of said judges of 
electiuo, and the said judges shall choose two 
persoKs having biinilar qualifications with them- 
selves to act as clerks ot the election. 


&EC. and. The manner of tilling vacancies in
